5. I conferred by telephone with Messrs. of the 25X1A9a
Public Buildings Service about Mr. Mr.

originally declined to accept anything less than $400,000,, whereas the Public Buildings
Service had originally offered $335,000. As of now, PBS has offered $360,000, and
Mr. said he would take nothing less than $375,000. They wanted my
views as to whether they should give him $375,000 or stand on $360,000, taking

$375,000 which he demanded. I told Messrs.* that I thought
the decision was theirs but that I would support them to the best of my ability in
whatever decision they made. I did say, however, that $15,000 was not very much
in consideration of t that, if I were making the decision, I would be
inclined to give Mr. $375,000, stop all the argument, and get on with

the iob. It ias my impression that this was what they would do. (I have filled in

likely to lose it to someone else.)

7. Emmett Echols requested my permission for recruiters to carry a photo-
graph album showing pictures of our new building and certain working conditions
therein. I approved of this.
